Dear Ms. Young: 

On April 4, 2019, the Pennsylvania State Police (PSP) received your request for 
information pursuant to Pennsylvania’s Right-to-Know Law (RTKL), 65 P.S. §§ 67.101 - 
67.3104, wherein you state: 

Pursuant to the Pennsylvania Right to Know Act, I hereby request the 
following records: 

Emails and email attachments that fit ALL the following criteria. 

1) Sent or received between December 1 st , 2018, and the latest 
possible date (i.e. today’s date April 3 rd , or the latest possible date 
available in the email system, as the systems are often up to month 
behind) 

2) Sent by an email address ending in “adl.org” to any employee of the 
law enforcement agency to which this request is addressed, OR sent 
by an employee of the law enforcement agency to which this request is 
addressed to any “@adl.org” email address and/or any other employee 
of the town/city in which the law enforcement agency resides 

3) Containing in the subject line, or body of the message, or 
attachment one OR more of the following search term:

A copy of your request is enclosed. By letter dated April 11, 2019, you were 
notified in accordance with RTKL section 67.902(b) that PSP required an additional 
thirty days to prepare this final response to your request. 

On its face, your request for is denied as insufficiently specific. The request 
lacks specific information, such as the names of the individuals whose emails you seek, 
necessary for PSP to ascertain and retrieve the requested records. The RTKL requires 
that a request for records be made with “sufficient specificity to enable the agency to 
ascertain which records” are being requested. 65 P.S. § 67.703; Kantrowitz v. Great 
Valley School District, OOR Dkt N° AP 2009-0646; and Mollick v. Methacton School 
District, OOR Dkt N° AP 2009-0180. 

However, outside of the RTKL and without waiving any exemptions, in the event 
you can provide additional information, please do not hesitate to submit another RTKL 
request. 

To the extent that your request seeks or may be construed to seek records 
involving covert law enforcement investigations, including intelligence gathering and 
analysis, PSP can neither confirm, nor deny the existence of such records without risk 
of compromising investigations and imperiling individuals. UNDER NO 
CIRCUMSTANCES, therefore, should this response to your request be interpreted as 
indicating otherwise. 

In closing, you have a right to appeal this response by submitting an appeal form 
in writing to the Office of Open Records (OOR), 333 Market Street, 16 th Floor, 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania 17126-0333. The appeal form may be obtained in the forms 
section on the OOR website, http://openrecords.pa.gov . Should you choose to file an 
appeal, you must do so within 15 business days of the mailing date of this response and 
send to the OOR: 

1) this response ; 

2) your request; and 
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3) the reason why you think the agency is wrong in its reasons for withholding 
information (a statement that addresses any ground stated by the agency for 
the denial). If the agency gave several reasons why the record is not public, 
state which ones you think were wrong .

1. I am familiar with PSP/RTKL Request N° 2019-0366, which is 
attached to this verification. 

2. The request is insufficiently specific because it fails to provide 
me sufficient facts to determine which records are sought and 
whether, on review, any part of the request constitutes a 
public record requiring disclosure. 

3. Specifically, PSP cannot identify the records sought from the 
information provided because the request lacks specific 
information, such as the names of the individuals whose 
emails requestor seeks, necessary for PSP to ascertain and 
retrieve the requested records. Absent additional information, 

PSP cannot pinpoint the repository to search. 

4. Outside the RTKL and without waiving any exemptions, the 
requestor was encouraged to provide more information and 
submit another request.
